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2. The SMV is taking over almost. all surplus machinery and material stocks of 
phe USIA-controlled Hirtenberger Patronenfabrik.

Soviet 
Lt. Col. PABOSHKIN of SMV Kantgasse office is in charge of the transfer of 
equipment and materials, and all Austriansemployed in this work have been sworn 
to secrecy.”
